War Spreads to Waters of Far East 


Washington, March 29, (JP)—A 
(hree-vote majority in the senate 
today saved the Koosevelt trade 
pacts program from an amend- 
ment 
Av h i c h. 
administration 
spokesmen 
leaders 
had said, 
w'onld "nullify" the effort to low- 
er trade barriers by agreements 
with foreign nations. 


By a vote of 
4 4 to 41, the 
chamber rejected an amendment 
by Senator Pittman (D-Nev) re- 
fjuiring that future reciprocal 
irade pacts be submitted to (he 
senate for ratification by a two 
thirds vote. 


Way CIcar€<l for Action 
The defeat of this amendment 
cleared the way for action next 
iveek upon the pending legislation 
nulhorizing a three-year continua- 
lion of the present trade agree- 
ments act, under -which the ad- 
mini.stration can reduce tariffs as 
much as 50 per cent in return for 
concessions from other nations. 
The agreements embodying these 
mutual concessions are not subject 
to senate action. 


Today's vote encouraged admin- 
istration forces to believe; that the 
continuation 
bill 
would 
go 
through without difficulty. 


The decision on the Pittman 
resolution was taken amid scarce- 
ly-concealed excitement. After a 
ueek of cloak room maneuvering 
—all had known for days the 
vote wt)uld be close—a hushed 
senate answered the call of the 
roll at 4 o'clock, a voting hour 
previou.s!y agreed upon. 


Party Lines Split 
Chairman Harrison (R-Miss) 
Df the finance committee, in 
charge of the bill, filled out a 
Bi'naie tally sheet as the vote pro- 
Î -î.le' in seesaw Vnc.iijon^ giving 
the advantage first to one side and 
!hen to the other. Pittman. sena- 
ing defeat, .sat red-faced and erect 
in hi.s chuir, his hands folded be- 
fore him. 


Democratic party lines were 
iplit on the tally. Eighteen Demo- 
i-rata supported the Pittman 
iimendment. while 4:5 (including 
Urown of Michigan) were against. 
Republicans voted solidly for the 
amendment. 


So important did the adminis- 
tration consider tho issue that 
lliere had even been talk of a 
presidential veto, in the event that 
the amendment had been approv- 
ed. Senate ratification had been 
denounced 
by 
administration 
i;pokesmen as offering so many 
opportunities for delay, obstruc- 
tion and log-rolling as to make a 
continuation of the program use- 
Jess. Pittman demanded ratifica- 
tion as the only constitutional 
procedure.

Lansing, March 2D (VP)—Record 
clerks of all state penal institu- 
tions were calleci into the state 
corrections department offices to- 
day to hear the details of :i new 
system of computing "good time 
allowances" which, it was estimat- 
ed, might shorten materially the 
sentences of 3,000 prisoners. 


Edward G. Heckel, corrections 
director, said that the develop- 
ment resulted from an opinion of 
tho attorney general that two 
consecutive sentences must be 
considered as one in computing 
"good time" allowances. 


I'nder the law, prisoners are 
granted a deduction of five days 
a month for their first two years 
in prison, six days a month for 
the second (wo years and so forth 
to a maximum of 15 days of 
month for long time sentences. 


For many years, the prisons 
have considered cons< fulivti sen- 
teiice.s as separate entities and 
when a convict compiet* d one sen- 
tence he dropped back to the low- 
er good time brackets for the start 
of his second sentence. 


The parole board began a stu- 
dy of all prisoners servinc more 
than one term to determine how 
many Avere affected.

Good Time Allowances 
May Shorten Terms 
for 3,000 


Lansing, March 29 (ZP)— Record 
clerks of all state penal in stitu­ 
tions were called into the state 
corrections departm ent offices to­ 
day to hear the details of a new 
system of com puting “ good time 
allowances” which, it was estim at­ 
ed, might sh orten materially the 
sentences of 3,000 prisoners. 
Edw ard G. Heckel. corrections 
director, said that 
the 
develop­ 
ment resulted from an opinion of 
th e attorney 
general 
that 
two 
consecutive 
sentences 
must 
be 
considered as one 
in 
computing 
“ good time” allowances. 
Under the law. prisoners are 
grante d a deduction of five days 
a month for their first two years 
in prison, six days a m onth for 
th e second two years and so forth 
to a m axim um 
of 
15 
days 
of 
m on th for long time sentences. 
For many years, 
the 
prisons 
have considered consecutive sen­ 
tences as separate 
entities 
and 
when a convict completed one sen­ 
tence he dropped back to the low­ 
er good time brackets for the start 
of his second sentence. 
The parole board began a stu ­ 
dy of all prisoners serving more 
th an one term to determine how 
many were affected.

This activity 
involves the placing of

many advertisements 
in 
out-of- 
the-state newspapers, the publica­ 
tion of booklets describing the ad­ 
vanta ges of the particular region 
for which the association is 
re­ 
sponsible. the periodical issuance 
of publicity clip sheets and 
the 
taking of 
motion 
pictures 
for 
f^howing before various 
outdoor 
groups. 


The annual booklets which the 
associations publish are elaborate 
and colorful affairs. 
The 
upper 
j)eninsula organization frankly en ­ 
titles its production a “ lure book” 


and all of the associations spend 
imposing sums on 
printing 
and 
engraving. The books range from 
90 to more than 125 pages 
and 
usually are printed in lots of 50,- 
000 each. 


Advertisements of tourist camps, 
hotels, chambers of commerce and 
county organizations usually pay 
the cost of 
publication. 
P hoto ­ 
graphs of wooded lakes, bathing 
girls, big fish 
and 
hotels 
aro 
sprinkled liberally 
through 
tho 
pages. One of these books reach­ 
ing a snowbound city dweller car­ 
ries a pow'erful punch. 


Have Hranch Offices 


Resides publishing these annual 
“ lure books.” the associations also 
must be j>repared to answer qu es­ 
tions about specific matters 
and 
carry on a certain amount of d i­ 
rect mail advertising. This work is 
aided by branch offices maintain­ 
ed in 
Chicago 
and 
Detroit 
throughout the year at\d In Cleve­ 
land. 
Cincinnati 
and 
St. Louis 
from April 1 until Labor day. 


The field men not only 
cover 
the centers from which 
prospec­ 
tive vacationists will 
come 
but 
also move through their own ter­ 
ritories. talking with resort oper­ 
ators and hotel men and inspect­ 
ing the facilities. 
The 
publicity 
staffs of 
the 
as.sociations 
are 
ready to assist any comm unity 
in 
putting on one of the myriad f*^s- 
tivals which annually attract large 
numbers to the stale.

Democracy Still Ends in Dictatorship 
Unless Closely Watched 


The last strongholds of popular self-government are being threat­ 
ened with extinction by their powerful neighbors who hove sub­ 
mitted to the will of o dictator.

turned to power during the days | 
of the great antl-Napoleonic reac- j 
lion.

sion was not serious enough 
to 
cause a universal change. 


The reactionaries continued to 
suj>press all attempts at 
liberty 
with unparalleled force and lack 
( f Imagalnatlon until the outbreak 
of 
1 848, 
wiilch for a 
moment 
seemed to meance every throne in 
every part of the world. 
But no 
sooner were 
the 
new 
populai 
leaders In power than it was the 
same sad story all over again, 
l.’nder the 
new 
dem ocratic 
m asters there was a 
com plete 
absence of authority. Hundreds 
of (‘ager patriots claim ed that, 
they, 
and they alone, 
could 
bring salvation to the long-suf­ 
fering m asses. 


Finally these well-meaning, but 
unrealistic friends of the common 
people mired tho 
chariot of 
de­ 
mocracy so thoroughly that there 
was no other way out but to sur­ 
render the government once more 
to the old forces of monarchy. 


Fortunately, 
this 
time a few 
of these rules proved to bo 
ot 
sufficient 
Intelligence 
to 
bring 
about some of the inevitable re­ 
forms and Improvements .

easy to destroy this small group 
of 
well - meaning 
enthusiasts. 


These others then established a 
democratic reign of terror which 
for 
sheer violence and sadistic 


cruelty remained unsurpassed un- 
til Comrade Stalin appeared upon 
the scene. 
Iii their despair and facing com- 


plete extermination, the 
more 


reasonable 
elements of 
society 


finally banded together to put an 
end to this intolerable state of 
affairs. 
Eagerly and 
willingly, 


they accepted a dictator. 


"This 
dictator, Xapolcon by 


iiainc. started his career selling 
the ideals of Liberty, Fraterni- 
ty and Equality to the people of 
Europe. He ended it as their 
sliwe-driver and made himself 
so generally obnoxious that his 
colleagues, the other European 
potentates, feared for their own 
safety and 
were obliged 
to 


make common cause to rid the 
world of this usurper. 


No sooner 
had they relegated 


the emperor to 
St. Helena than 


they tried their best to follow his 
example. 
Each one, within his 


own bailiwick, set himself up as a 
little miniature Napoleon, All o£ 
them together succeeded in mak- 
ing their rule so profoundly dis- 
tasteful 
to their subjects 
that 


those subjects were now beginning 
to pray for a return of the com- 
paratively happier days of 
the 


revolution. 


The Spanish colonies in South 


America, having for a short nine 
enjoyed a moderate degree of lib- 
erty"( while the English were ma_s- 
ters of the sea 
and prevented 


Spanish ships from leaving port), 
were the first to rebel. They de- 
clared 
themselves independent 


and established a number of re- 
publics. 


In spite of their high-sound- 


ing constitutions, mostly after 
the 
French 
pattern, 
few of 


those republics have ever shown 
a n y democratic tendencies. 
When' they did so, it was a sort 
of democracy closely resembl- 
ing 
a doctatorship 
of 
the 


proletariat. 


In Europe, the worst governed 


states were the first to try return 
to some form of self-government. 
In rapid succession. Greece. Por- 
tugal, 
Spain. 
Poland and Italy 


tried to 
throw off the yoke of 


those foreign dynasties who 
re- 


turned to power during the days 
of the great auti-Xapoleonic reac- 
tion. 


In Italy 
they were successful. 


but it took the greater part of a 
century to get rid of the tyranny 
of the Hapsb-irgs. 


In Greece, independence was 


achieved, but it proved the 
pro- 


logue to an endless succession of 
political 
rivalries and assassina- 


In Poland, the movemom was 


suppressed in the usual Russian 
fashion by hanging nil honest 
patriots. In Spain and Portugal, 
the same. 


In France, the bankers, 15 years 


after Xapoleon's downfall, brought 
about a revolution which drove 
the last of the incorrigible Bour- 
bons from the country and be- 
stowed the crown upon a survivor 
of the revolution—prince of 
the 


house of Orleans, who was there- 
upon acclaimed as LouU Plipipp.e, 


King of the French, ';b? the will 
of the people." 


All that happened In or before 


the year 1S30, but the explo- 
sion was not serious enough 
to 


cause a universal change. 


The reactionaries continued to 


suppress all attempts at liberty 
with unparalleled force and lack 
cf imagaination until the outbreak 
of 
184S, 
which for a moment 


seemed to meance every throne in 
every part of the world. But no 
sooner were 
the 
new 
popular 


leaders in power than it was the 
same sad story all over again. 


Under the 
new democratic 


masters there was a complete 
absence of authority. Hundreds 
of eager patriots claimed that 
they, 
and they alone, 
could 


bring salvation to the long-suf- 
fering masses. 


Finally these well-meaning, but 


unrealistic friends of the common, 
people mired the 
chariot of de- 


mocracy so thoroughly that there 
was no other way out but to sur- 
render the government once more 
to the old forces of monarchy. 


Fortunately, this 
time a few 


of these rules proved to be 
of 


sufficient 
intelligence 
to 
bring 


about some of the inevitable re- 
forms and improvements . 


It was better to compromise 


just a little than run the risk of 
losing everything. 
After the 


middle of the last century, ev- 
ery 
citizen, 
be he 
rich 
as 


Croesus or poor as Job, could 
take a direct part Jit the gov- 
ernment by means of the ballot 
box. 


Came the Great 
War. and 
in 


the wake of this calamity a world- 
wide spread of what this 
time 


seemed to be a true and lasting 
form of popular government. 


The fight seemed to have been 


won. 
But today, only 20 years 


after Versailles, nearly every one 
of 
these 
democracies, 
started 


among such high hopes, has pass- 
ed out of existence. 


In the smaller neutral countires 


of Europe, 
popular government 


survives. 
It is a strange mixture 


or socialism and devotion to some 
particular royal family. 


Everywhere 
else, 
democracy 


has perished. 
It 
passed out of 


the picture through its own in- 
herent weakness, a deliberate cult 
of mediocrity, an absolute unwill- 
ingness to face unpleasant facts, 
an exaggerated devotion to 
ma- 


terial interests, an almost mythi- 
cal belief in the efficacy of 
the 


spoken word and 
the unwilling- 


ness of the leaders to have the 
courage of their own convictions. 


That is where the .matter stands 


today. 
All over Europe the last, 


strongholds 
of popular self-gov- 


ernment 
are 
being threatened 


with extinction by their powerful 
neighbors who have submitted to 
the will of the dictator. 


As for those who survive (our- 


selves included), they seem abso- 
lutely unable to save either their 
friends 
or 
themselves. 
They 


! waste their time in talk. 
They 


I pour out words, words anti more 
i words. 
But they do not 
raise 


j a finger to sustain that cause in 
| which they 
pretend to believe 


i with such glorious fervor when- 


i ever they get together and 
treat 


1 each other to some fine oratory. 
i 
For alas, none of their leaders 


i seems as yet to have learned that 


i democracy, being the most diffi- 


• cult and complicated form of gov- 


I eminent ever devised by human 
ingenuity, can only be maintained 


; by constant watchfulness on 
the 


; part of all of the citizens and by 
"a most careful scrutiny and seleo- 


i tion of those whom they wish 10 
| recognize as their leaders. 


Without that unselfish devo- 


tion to tho interest of the com- 
munity at large, all democracies 
aro bound to end in a dictator- 
ship. 
That is the great lesson 


which the history of the last 
3000 years teaches us, beyond 
the vestige of a doubt. 


This is not a cheerful conclu- 


sion, but don't blame me. I don't 
make history. I only write about 
it.
